Change of Doctor 
The alteration of the regulations affecting change of 


: doctor by insured persons, decided upon by the Minister 
_of Health, comes into effect as from April Ist, notwith- 


standing the opinion of the great bulk of insurance 
practitioners throughout the country that this is a retro- 
grade step. After that date the normal arrangement 
permits an insured person to change his doctor once a 
quarter only, whereas before he could change every 
fortnight. The alteration has been due to the pressure 
brought to bear upon the Minister of Health by approved 


_ societies. Societies apparently believed that under the 


old condition an insured person, dissatisfied with the 
decision of his doctor as to his capacity for work, would 
use this as a means of bringing pressure upon the doctor 
to grant him a certificate whether he was really entitled 
to it or not, with the result that such certificates would 
be given with alleged consequent undue demands upon 
the funds of societies. Insurance practitioners are of 


_ opinion that the ideal method is that which applies in the 


case of private medical practice—namely, that an insured 
person should, if dissatisfied, be able to change his 
doctor at any time, a method in operation from 1924 to 
1927. But evidently in some National Health Insurance 
quarters this desire to approximate insurance to private 
medical practice is not appreciated. The Minister of 
Health, in accordance with his undertaking to the 
Insurance Acts Committee, stated in an answer to a 
question in the House ‘of Commons that the medical pro-

year. The answer is not wholly satisfactory, inasmuch as 
the Insurance Acts Committee told the Minister that it 
Strongly disapproved of the alteration because it con- 
sidered change of doctor at any time to be the ideal for 
surance as well as for private patients.

The formulae for these preparations were prepared by 


the Pharmaceutical Society, and it is largely due to the 
work of the society, acting in conjunction with the British 
Medical Association, that these preparations have now 
been exempted. 


Voluntary Hospitals and Treatment of Insured Persons 
At a recent meeting of the Insurance Acts Committee 
an interesting question was discussed which has arisen 


-owing to the application (so far unsuccessful) made by 


a voluntary hospital to an insurance committee for the 
inclusion of its name in the list of chemists of the area 
who have undertaken the supply of medicines and 
appliances to insured persons. The hospital has secured 
incorporation as a limited liability company, with per- 
mission to omit the word ‘‘ Limited ’’ from its title, and, 
it is understood, will renew this application when the 
word ‘‘ Limited’’ has been added in its title. The 
inclusion of the hospital in the Chemists’ List would 
superficially appear to be nothing more than a legal 
matter having only an_ indirect effect upon the 
medical profession. The hospital in question, however, 
contends that it is spending large sums of money on the 
provision of treatment (including medicines) for in- 
patients and out-patients to which these persons are 
properly entitled under the National Health Insurance 
Acts, and which should therefore be a charge against 
National Health Insurance funds, a contention to which 
considerable publicity has been given in the lay press. 
In view of the confusion that appears to exist on this 
aspect of the matter, it has been thought well to set 
forth the following statement of the situation affecting 
the treatment of insured persons at hospitals, other than 
insured members of the staffs thereof: 


A. If a hospital has a restricted visiting medical staff (as 
in the hospital in question) no insured person is entitled to 
any treatment at the hospital qua insured person, nor is 
any member of such staff, who is also an insurance practi- 
tioner, entitled to treat at the hospital any patient qua 


insured person.

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It follows, therefore, that a voluntary hospital with a 
restricted visiting medical staff is never called upon to dis- 
pense for any in- or out-patient any medicine or appliance to 
which the patient is entitled under the National Health 
Insurance Acts. 

If a voluntary hospital with a_ restricted visiting 
medical staff considers that it is spending a considerable 
amount of money on drugs and treatment to which the 
recipients thereof are entitled under the National Health 
Insurance Acts: (a) it should refer to their insurance doctors 
all patients (whether in- or out-patients) for treatment which 
they are entitled to receive under the N.H.I. medical benefit, 
and (b) it must realize that if this course is not adopted it is 
not possible to contend that money spent on treatment or 
drags given or furnished to such persons at the hospital is 
money spent on treatment or drugs to which such persons are 
entitled under the N.H.I. Acts. 

B. In the case of a voluntary hospital with an unrestricted 
visiting medical staff a different set of circumstances arises. 

Any member of an unrestricted visiting medical staff of 
a voluntary hospital who is also an insurance practitioner 
is in the same position as regards the treatment (including 
the prescribing of medicines and appliances) of any insured 
person who applies to him at the hospital for a_ service 
included in his present contract with the Insurance Committee 
as if the patient had attended at his surgery, provided that 
the hospital is within the district in which the practitioner has 
agreed with the local insurance committee to visit’ patients. 
For such cases seen at the hospital the doctor would write out 
any necessary prescription on the usual National Health 
Tnsurance form, and the patient, being entitled to free choice 
of chemist for the dispensing, might choose the hospital 


' dispensary if on the Chemists’ List for the area, or he might 


choose to go to some other chemist in the area. 

C. A voluntary hospital whose name is included in an 
insurance committee’s list of those supplying drugs and 
appliances, is in the same position as any other chemist on 
that list; it will be compelled to dispense the prescriptions 
brought to it by axy insured person issued by an insurance 
doctor; it must conform to the arrangements as regards the 
hours and place of business, etc., in operation in the area 
which apply to other chemists on the list; and it will not be 
able to limit its dispensing, even if it so desired, to its own 
in-patients or out-patients. 


Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


BikMINGHAM Branxcn: WaRWICK AND LEAMINGTON DivisIon 

A meeting of the Warwick and Leamington Division, to 
which all members of the medical profession resident in the 
area were invited, was held at the Warneford Hospital, 
Leamington Spa, on February 27th, when Dr. Crayton was 
in the chair and over forty practitioners were present. Tea 
was served before the meeting. 

Sir THomas Horper, Bt., gave an address on indications 
in the treatment of chronic rheumatism and how to meet 
them. Dealing first with causation, he described the signifi- 
cance and general methods of investigation of various etio- 
logical factors, and the parts severally played by them. In 
this connexion he discussed very fully the question of local 
foci of infection in the teeth, accessory nasal sinuses, tonsils, 
urinary tract, intestine, etc., their relative importance, and the 
significance to be attached to them under various conditions. 
Ile then entered into details of the treatment appropriate to 
different cases, and discussed the use of vaccines, drugs for 
internal administration and the best way of giving them, 
local applications, cietetic measures, and physical metheds. 
The address was of a most practical character, and was 
followed with the utmost interest by everybody present. 
A discussion ensued, in which Drs. Clayton, Core, W. E. 
SypENHAM, Wricut, and Larrp took part. Sir Tuomas 

ORDER replied. On the motion of Dr. Corr, seconded by 
Dr. RK. Larimer GREENE, a hearty vote of thanks was aceorded 
with acclamation to Sir Thomas Horder for his interesting 
address. 


METROPOLITAN Counties Brancn: LEWISHAM Division 
A meeting of the Lewisham Division was held at the Town 
Hall, Catford, on February 17th, when the chairman of the 
Division, Dr. F. Hupson Evans, presided. 

Mr. Cuaries Beney read an address entitled ‘‘ Diagnosis

and treatment of diseases of the nasal accessory sinuses» 
In this he emphasized points in the diagnosis and treatment 


of sinus disease which appeared to be especially useful to the 
engaged in general practice, chronic sepsis in these case 
being a very common source of infection in other parts of he 
body. It was important to recognize local disease withas 
delay and apply carly treatment ; in this way a great emcee 
of chronic ill-health and invalidism could be prevented. Vi 
Beney first dealt with diseases of the more superficial cayitia 
connected with the nose, and then discussed the diagnosis 
and treatment of disease of the frontal sinus and anteriog 
ethmoidal cells, the posterior ethmoidal cells, and the 
sphenoidal sinus or sinuses. In conclusion, he referred to 
persistent nasal catarrh and chronic sinusitis, which, if not 
due .to septic or hypertrophied tonsils and adenoids, yag 
almost always associated with some form of nasal obstruction 
the commonest form being deflections of the nasal septum, 
He was convinced that a properly performed complete syb. 
mucous resection of the septum, when undertaken before a 
chronic sinusitis was well established, would go far to prevent 
any further trouble with the nose, and would minimize the 
risk of aural and laryngcal complications. :

SouTHERN Brancu: PorRTSMOUTH Division 

The Portsmouth Division held its fifth scientific meeting of 
the session at the Queen’s Hotel, Southsea, on February 26th 
when the chairman, Dr. Jeans, presided, and sixty members 
were present, of whom thirty-five sat down to the preceding 
supper. Arising out of the minutes, Drs. Mearns Fraser 
and WARREN briefly acknowledged the letter of thanks sent 
to them in connexion with the annual medical dance, which 
resulted in £130 being sent to the Medical Charities Fund. 

Dr. L. S. T. Burre_t gave an address on the causation 
and treatment of pleural effusion and empyema. He first 
outlined the causation and characters of pleuritic fluids. The 
great majority of cases were tuberculous, and every case 
should be regarded as of tuberculous origin unless some 
definite cause could be found. It was not often necessary 
to aspirate, as the fluid almost always became absorbed in 
time. Tuberculosis started in the lung and spread into the 
pleura, and not vice versa. After the first two months 
tubercle bacilli could usually be found. Finally, Dr. Burrell 
indicated the occasions when aspiration should be performed 
and the principles in the treatment of pyogenic empyema, 
Incision and drainage was usually successful in pneumococcal 
cases, but in streptococcal cases early aspiration and late 
operation should be the rule. 

The subsequent discussion was opened by Dr. Farncomae 
from the medical side and Mr. Lump from the surgical aspect. 
Messrs. Ripour, Stantey JEANS, and Cooper also 
took part in the discussion. On the motion of Dr. 
LampLouGH, seconded by Mr. Srantey a hearty 
vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Burrell for his address. 


YORKSHIRE BrancH: WAKEFIELD, PONTEFRACT, AND 
CASTLEFORD Division 
A meeting of the Wakefield, Pontefract, and Castleford 
Division was held on March 5th, when Dr. Tomas was in 
the chair, and thirty members, including visitors from 
neighbouring Divisions, were present. 

Dr. Roserr Hutcutson gave a British Medical Association 
lecture on dyspepsia. After discussing difficulties of defin- 
tion, he said that the term dyspepsia was best confined to 
“any discomfort felt during digestion and due to organic 
disease of the stomach or to primary disorder of its func 
tions.”’ For practical purposes the duodenum might le 
regarded as part of the stomach. He then referred to com 
ditions often mistaken for dyspepsia. In pregnancy, gastne 
crises, migraine, cerebral tumour, uraemia, urethral obstruc 
tion, vomiting was the deceptive symptom; in  gall-stenes, 
chronic appendicitis, renal calculus, ureteric obstruction, etc. 
pain was the deceptive symptom; and in eructatio nervos 
and angina, flatulence was the deceptive symptom. If rel 
pain, vomiting, or wasting was a prominent symptom, ulcer, 
carcinoma, or gastritis should be suspected. Early carcinoma 
was difficult to diagnose, and the diagnosis of chronic 
gastritis was too often made. Dr. Hutchison next discussed 
the relative frequency of organic and functional cases. The 
two main types of functional disorder were the astheni¢ 
(sympathetic) and the hypersthenic (vagal). Lastly he considered 
treatment. In most of the organic cases, except gastrits, 
surgery was indicated. In functional cases it was important 
to treat the nervous system. Symptomatic treatment by 
diet and drugs differed in the asthenic and hypersthemic cas

GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Gener] 
Medical Council was held on February 23rd, under the 
presidency of Sir Donatp MacALisTEeR, Br., and the 
minutes have now been issued. 


Reciprocity with Australia 

Following upon some previous correspondence, a com. 
munication was read from the High Commissioner for 
Australia transmitting the views of the Commonwealth 
Director-General of Health on the question of reciprocity 
in respect to registration. From the legislation passed 
in the different Australian States with regard to the regis. 
tration of medical practitioners, it appears that no pro. 
vision exists for registration of a practitioner in any of 
the States by virtue of his registration in another State; 
registration is effective only upon the qualifications 
possessed by the applicant or upon his registration by the 
General Council of the United Kingdom. But an ordinance 
has recently been passed requiring registration of practi- 
tioners engaged in practice in the Federal Capital Territory 
cuabeunk. with the proviso that any person registered at 
the commencement of the ordinance under the law in force 
in any State is ipso facto eligible for registration in the 
Federal Capital Territory. A practical difficulty in the way 
of reciprocity between States is that Victoria makes pro- 
vision for the registration, under certain conditions, of 
practitioners of homoeopathic medicine, and Tasmania 
admits persons holding certain qualifications in the United 
States. The Director-General thinks, therefore, that the 
General Medical Council will find itself unable to recognize 
the Commonwealth as a single entity, but will continue 
to regard the States independently. The question now 
arises, however, of the recognition of the Federal Capital 
Territory, but as no qualification is issued by any examin- 
ing board in the Territory, and registration will be limited 
for many years to come to those who have obtained quali- 
fications elsewhere, there would seem to be no immediate 
necessity for recognition of the Territory by the Council. 
It is added, that there is a steadily progressing movement 
in Australia, with which the British Medical Association 
is actively associated, for uniform legislation by the 
Commonwealth Parliament providing for registration for 
the whole Commonwealth under one Act, and that a 
committee of the Association some time ago presented 
draft legislation on the subject. The Executive Committee 
decided to forward a copy of the communication to the 
Federal Committee of the British Medical Association in 
Australia for its information. 


Registration in British Columbia 

An amending Medical Act was reported to the Committee 
as having been passed by the Legislative Assembly of 
British Columbia. The Act protects those who practice 
the religious tenets of their Church without pretending 
to a knowledge of medicine or surgery, provided that the 
laws, rules, and regulations relating to contagious diseasts 
and sanitary matters are not violated. It also forbids the 
use of the title ‘‘ doctor,’’ ‘‘ surgeon,’’ or ‘‘ physician” 
as an occupational designation by unregistered persons. 
In the original Act, passed in 1924, provision is made for 
the registration of osteopaths, chiropractors, drugles 
physicians, and homoeopaths. 


The Period of Medical Study 

The Scottish Branch Council drew the attention of the 
Committee to a number of instances where the period of 
medical study between the date of registration as a medical 
student and the date of the final examination qualifyins 
for registration under the Medical Act appeared to be les 
than fifty-seven months. A list of 45 persons was furnished 
as having qualified in a shorter time ; of these, 6 hal 
qualified at St. Andrews, 20 at Aberdeen, 16 at Edinburgh, 
and 3 at the Triple Board. The Committee decided tha 
in future, when asking the licensing bodies for details d 
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exemptions granted by them from any part of their curri- 
culum and examinations during the year, they should 


obtained a registrable qualification in less than five 
academic years, or fifty-seven months, after passing the 
pre-registration examination. 


Finance of the Council : P 

The English Branch Council received in registration fees 
in 1930 the sum of £4,728 ; the Scottish Branch Council 
£2,086 ; and the Irish Branch Council £917. The expenses 
of the Pharmacopoeia Commission were £1,947 during the 
year, making a total expended to date of £3,403. In fees 
and other expenses for attendance at the General Medical 
Council and its committees a sum of £3,187 was paid.
